Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  m>  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st 
December,  1945.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in  Circular  28/46  (Wales) 

request  that  the  Council  will  direct  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  bo  prepared  on  the  lines  of  that  for  1944,  as  indicated 
in  Circular  49/45  (Wales). 

The  year  was  notable  for  the  termination  of  the  war  in  the  European 
zone  on  the  8th  May,  1945,  and  for  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  in  the  Far 
East  on  the  15th  August,  1945. 

Despite  the  war  time  conditions  under  which  the  population  lived  and 
worked  and  the  limitation  in  regard  to  food  supplies,  the  standard  of  health 
has  been  maintained  at  a remarkably  high  level.  The  standard  of  nutrition 
amongst  children  under  five  years  of  age  has,  if  anything,  been  improved, 
this  having  no  doubt  been  due  to  the  increased  milk  and  vitamins  supplied «, 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  35  per  thousand,  which  is  slightly  lower 
than  the  figure  of  38  for  the  previous  year.  The  birth-rate  is  16.4  per 
thousand  and  shows  a slight  decrease  from  the  previous  year,  the  figure  for 
which  was  17.7  per  thousand. 

There  were  481  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  notified  of  which  312  were 
due  to  measles.  Diphtheria  accounted  for  22  notifications,  but  in  five 
cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  were  - pulmonary  36  and 
Hon -Pulmonary  12,  as  compared  with  figures  for  1944  of  56  and  10.

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Council  were  able  to  purchase  a second-hand  ambulance  for  the 
conveyance  of  infectious  disease  cases  during  the  year,  which  should  prove 
satisfactory  for  a few  years. 

There  does  appear  to  be  'some  difficulty  in  the  general  ambulance 
facilities  for  your  area,  in  the  main  private  hire  cars  are  used  for 
conveyance  of  persons  to  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  and  the  St.  John's 
fmbular.ee  Service  is  available  but  the  number  of  ambulances  is  limited. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  District  Nurses  continue  to  render  valuable  service  in  your  district. 
In  the  Parishes  of  Pentyrch,  St.  Fagans,  Penmark  and  Peterston-s -Ely  they  are 
also  the  District  Midwives.  In  the  Parish  of  Whit  church  they  act  only  as 

District  Nurses. 

(d  ) Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  , ■ • . 

There  are  three  centres  at  which  patients  suffering  from  or  suspected 
to  be  suffering  from.  Tuberculosis  are  examined,  and  they  are  situated  at 
Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff,  Barry  and  Pontypridd.  ft  these  centres  all  exam- 
inations and  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physicians,  including 
X-ray  examinations. 

I 11  cases  which  ore  notified  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  are  followed 
up  by  visits  from  the  Health  Visitors  who  assist  with  the  necessary  advice. 

Forms  M235/1,  which  ask  for  full  particulars  on  the  sanitary  and  housing 
circumstances  of  the  patients  homo,  are  filled  in  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
a copy  of  this  form  is  then  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician, 

In  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  are  notified,  the  milk 
supply  is  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

It  is  not  possible  to  give  any  particulars  of  the  number  of  persons  who 
are  suffering  from  these  diseases  in  your  area  as  the  diseases  are  not  subject 
to  notification.

There  are  however  three  centres  which  are  available  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  they  are  situated  at  Glossop  Terrace,  Cardiff,  The  Royal  Infirmary 
and  the  Public  Health  Centre,  Woodland  Road,  Barry  Dock* 

(e)  Hospitals  ^ 

Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  from  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres  to  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary.  These  are,  in 
the  main,  skin  conditions,  ear,  nose  and  throaty  Cases  requiring  operation 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids. are  admitted  to  Llandough  Hospital. 

Children  who  have  orthopaedio  defects  are  referred  to  the  Princ6  of 
Wales  Hospital.  In  the  main  these  are  of  a minor  character.  One  case 
was  admitted  to  Crossways  Hospital  and  detained  for  12  months,  being 
discharged  cured.

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  establish  a monthly  clinic  at 
the  Village  Hall,  Llancarfan.  Whilst  the  number  of  children  in  the  area 
was  small  it  was  felt  that  a clinic  was.  desirable.  The  opening  was  performed 
by  the  then  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  the  late 
Councillor  T.G.  Thomas,  on  the  9th  February,  1945,  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  attendances  throughout  the  year  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  Ante  and  Post  Natal  Clinic  at  Whitchurch  is  held  weekly  at  the 
Tabernacle  Church  and  is  well  attended,  but  the  accommodation  is  not  all  that 
could  be  desired.  The  doctor  in  attendance  is  Dr.  M.  Hennelly,  The  Dinas 
Powis  and  Rhoose  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  two  weeks  and  are  run  in 
conjunction  with  the  Infant  Clinics  on  the  same  afternoon. 

The  mothers  who  were  confined  at  the  City  Lodge  Hospital  usually  return 
there  six  weeks  later  for  a post-natal  examination  and  consequently  the  post- 
natal examinations,  made  at  your  clinics  are  few  in  number.

Institutional  Treatment  for  Mothers  and  Children. 


Mothers  requiring  institutional  treatment  for  their  confinements  are 
admitted  to  the  City  Lodge,  Cardiff.  The  number  seeking  admission  for  this 
year  was  109  as  compared  with  112  for  the  previous  year. 

In  the  main  the  reason  for  admission  to  hospital  is  that  they  have  no 
one  to  look  after  them  and  the  employment  of  women  to  act  as  home  helps  has 
not  been  possible  owing  to  lack  of  applicants.  Repeated  application  for  such 
women  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour.

Nat i o na 1 Milk  Scheme 

The  extra  milk  which  has  been  available  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  has  been  of  the  utmost  benefit  and  has  no  doubt  greatly  assisted 
the  nutrition  of  mother  and  child. 

The  National  Dried  Milk  is  distributed  at  all  your  centres  in  conjunction 
with  the  Local  Food  Office. 

Government  Evacuation  Scheme 

The  Hostels  known  as  "Heoldon"  and  ’"Beechwcod"  rendered  most  valuable 
service  during  the  war  years  and  with  the  cessation  of  hostilities  the  need 
for  them  ceased  to  exist.  I wish  to  place  on  record  the  valuable  work  that 
was  done  by  the  respective  wardens,  namely  Mrs.  Mervyn  Williams  and  Purse 
Kemp  who  undertook  the  work  of  looking  after  the  evacuee  children  who  were 
sent  to  them.  "Heoldon"  was  closed  on  the  15th.  November,  1945  and  "Beechwood" 
on  the  7th  November,  1945. 

Evacuees  received  from  the  1st  January  to  the  31st  December,  1945. 


Oilicial  evacuation  ceased  in  June,  1945,  and  the  evacuees  that  were 
received  in  the  area  after  that  date  were  those  from  other  reception  areas 
linking  up  with  their  families  who  were  already  billeted  or  otherwise 
a c commod  a t ed  her  e . 


Central  Food  Store. 

All  infant  dried  foods  and  supplementary  articles  of  food  are  delivered 
to  the  central  food  store  at  the  Council  Offices,  from  whence  they  are  delivered 
to  the  various  clinics  for  distribution.  The  scheme  is  now  working  satisfac- 
torily. 

Fruit  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Capsules. 

These  articles  are  being  issued  at  all  your  clinics  under  the  direction  of 
the  officers  of  tht  Ministry  of  Food  and  in  addition  to  this  there  are  additional 
centres  from  which  the  products  can  be  obtained. 

Infestation  by  Head  Lice. 

There  arc  a small  number  of  children  in  your  area  whose  heads  arc  infested 
with  head  lice,  but  these  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  advice  ss  to  the  most  satisfactory  way  of  cleansing  the  heads  is  given.

Homo  Helps 

In  the  latter  pert  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  an  extension  of 
the  Home  Help  and  Domestic  Help  scheme  should  be  applied.  The  &ome  Helps 
arc  specifically  for  employment  in  maternity  cases  and  the  usual  period  is  of 
14  days.  On  the  other  hand  the  Domestic  Helps  are  employed  in  cases  of  old 
age 'and  sickness  and  the  period  of  employment  here  is  not  specified. 

Repayment  is  made  as  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  scale  of  income, 
but  in  cases  of  home  helps  repayment  is  not  in  excess  of  £2,  2,  0 per  week  and 
domestic  helps  not  in  excess  of  £2.  15.  6d . per  week. 

The  wages  paid  to  the  Home  or  Domestic  Helps  is  £2.  15.  6d.  per  week 
plus  out-of-pocket  travelling  expenses.. 


Care  of  Pr ematur e Infant s . 


As  'from  the  1st  January,  1945,  the  notification  of  birth  cards  were 
provided  with  a space  for  recording  if  the  baby  is  5vr  lbs.  or  less  in  weight 
at  birth.  The  Health  Department  having  provided  special  basket  cots, 
blankets,  sets  of  baby  clothes,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  for  the  use  of 
premature  infants,  whenever  required. 

The  District  Midwives  have  all  been  informed  that  these  articles  are 
available  and  can  be  obtained  on  request. 

Should  the  infant's  health  be  such  that  it  would  be  better  off  in  hospital 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Cardiff  City  Authority  for  them  to  be 
admitted  and  arrangements  have  also  been  made  whereby  transport  in  a special 
vehicle  is  available.  Upon  the  discharge  of  a premature  baby  from  hospital, 
notification  is  received  by  the  Health  Department  so  that  the  Health  Visitor 
can  follow  up  the  case  immediately.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Ciroumstances  of  'the  ff'rea 


WATER 


i Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examinations  were  collected  regularly 

from  the  public  and  private  mains  supplies,  public  wells,  springs  and  rain 
water  tanks,  throughout  the  year,  and  the  results  obtained  submitted  to  your 
Health  Committee  in  a Joint  Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Surveyor  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

A summary  of  the  reports  appears  on  page  17,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that,  generally,  a satisfactory  standard  of  bacterial  purity  was  maintained  in 
the  public  mains  supply.  When  unsatisfactory  results  are  reported 
appropriate  remedial  action  is'  taken  and  consumers  on  the  supply  in  question 
are  advised  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking  purposes,  and  are  again 
notified  when  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity  is  secured.  There  is  no 
evidence  of  plumbo  solvency  in  any  of  the  Council’s  supplies. 

. Consumers  on  the  mains  supply  to  Waterloo  Terra.oe,  Rudry,  complained  of 

the  discolouration,  low  pressure  and  inconveniences  of  their  street  tap 
supply.  Samples  taken  for  bacteriological  xaminntions  during  tho  second 
quarter  of  the  year  shewed  evidence  of  contamination. 

1 system  of  frequent  flushing  of  tho  mains  was  put  into  operation  and 
residents  were  advised  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking  purposes.  Hie 
supply  has  its  source  in  a disused  iron  stone  mine  situated  on  private  land 
in  the  Parish  of  Rudry.  It. is  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  and  a scheme  to 
provide  an  alternative  supply  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  Waterloo  area  is  Scheme  No. 2 in  the  order  of  priority  approved  by 
the  Council  for  water  supply  schemes  to  be  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

The  Glyn  Cory  private  mains  supply  is  unsatisfactory.  Samples  are 
frequently  reportod  "of  doubtful  bacterial  purity". 

During  the  September  Quarter  evidence  of  contamination  was  reportod  and 
consumers  were  advised  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking  purposes.  The 
reservoir  receives  its . supply  from  a gathering  ground  which  is  exposed  to 
contamination  from  many  sources.  The  owners  have  been  approached  with' a view 
to  their  installing  filtration  and  chlorination  plant,  or  discontinuing  the 
supply  and  alternatively,  connecting  the  existing  mains  to  receive  a supply 
from  the  Council’s  mains,  conveniently  situated  at  Pcterston-s -Ely.  The 

Council  is  awaiting  the  owner’s  decision. 

The  supply  to  Van  Terrace,  in  the  Parish  of  Van,. is  undertaken  by  the 
Rhymncy  Valley  Water  Board.  It  has  been  unsatisfactory  as  regards  volume  and 
pressure  for  a considerable  time.  This  complaint  is  all  the  more  serious, 
inasmuch  as  a temporary  hospital  equipped  with  48  beds  used  by  elderly  patients 
and  situated  near  Van  Terrace  is  entirely  dependent  for  water  on  this  supply. 

At  one  period  during  the  year  the  hospital  staff  were  obliged  to  carry 
water  for  use  at  the  hospital  from  a nearby  cottage.  This  complaint  was 
investigated  and  an  enquiry  in  conjunction  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and 
Rhymncy  Valley  Water  Board  was  held  at  the  hospital  premises.  The  Rhymncy 
Valley  Water  Board  engineer  stated  that  the  source  of  -supply  was  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  area  served  by  the  reservoir  and  that  a scheme 
connecting  the  mains  to  those  in  the  district  having  an  abundant  supply  had 
been  approved  and  would  be  put  into  operation  directly  labour  and  materials 
were  available.  In  the  meantime  he  suggested  that  storage  tanks  of  sufficient 
capenity  should  be  installed  at  the  hospital  to  conserve  s supply  available 
for  periods  of  low  pressure  and  intermittent  supply.

There  are  9,796 .dwe  11  inghouses  with  a total  population  of  34,660  in  the 
Council's  district.  The  number  of  dwell inghouses  provided  with  water  from 
the  mains  supply. is  8,946,  of  this  number  8,610  have  a service  laid  on  into  ( 
the  houses,  and  336  ate  supplied  by. means  of  street  taps  connected  to  the 
mains.  There  are  850  dwell inghouses  dependent  on  springs,  wells  and  roof 
rainwater  storage  tanka.  This  figure  will , however,  be  considerably  reduced 
when  the  Counties  Schemes  envisaged  by  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act,  1944,  comes  into  fruition. 

Particulars  shewing  the -number  and  location  of  houses  on  the  mains 
appears  on  pages  18  and  19  of  this  report.  I am  indebted  to  the  Council's 
Surveyor,  Mr.  William  Farrow,  for  this  information. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  your  Committee  considered  a report  submitted 
by  the  Surveyor  as  to  his  discussions  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  upon 
proposals  for  schemes  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  and  as  to  the  order  of  priority 
in  which  schemes  should  be  carried  out.  The  Council  recommended  that,  as 
far  as  practicable,  schemes  of  water  supply  be  carried  out  in  the  order  of 
priority  as  outlined  by  your  Surveyor.

(b)  Two  now  water  closets  with  flushing  cisterns  and  new  drainage  were 
installed  at  Bute  Street,  Tongwynla.is , replacing  two  old,  dilapidated 
conveniences. 


RIVERS  ADD  STREAMS 


Evidence  of  pollution  was  found  in  a stream  known  as  Rant  Fawr,  Lisvane. 
Samples  of  of  fluent  taken  at  the  outfall  of  a privately  owned  sewerage 
purification  plant  suspected,  of  being  the  source  of  pollution  were  reported 
as  follows  ’’Chemical  analysis  indicates  the  effluent  to  be  of  a strongly 
putrefactive  character  with  high  figures  for  ammonias  and  dissolvod  oxygon 
consuming  power,  and  little  or  no  nitrification  effected."  Steps  iwcrc  taken 
to  alter  the  sewerage  purification  plant  be  enlarging  the  septic  tank,  recon- 
stituting t^  e filter  bed  and  providing  a humus  tank.  These  alterations 
resulted  in  remedying  the  condition  which  gave  rise  to  the  pollution  and 
subsequent  samples  of  the  effluent  and  water  from  the  stream  gave  satisfactory 
results  .

Complaints  have  been  received  curing  the  year  with  regard  to  the  emission 
of  dust  from  the  stacks  of  the  works  of  the  Aberthaw  and  Bristol  Channel 
Portland  Cement  Co.,  Ltd.,  Aberthaw.  I consulted  the  Inspector  of  Alkali,  &c . 
Works  and  as  a result  the  Company  commenced  the  installation  of  new 
precipitating  plant.  It  was  not  anticipated  that  the  measures  would  ensure 
an  immediate  cessation  of  the  dust  nuisance,  but  efforts  were  being  made  in 
that  direction  and  an  improvement  could  be  expected. 

ERAD ICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

Twenty-one  private  houses  were  treated  during  the  year.  The  work 
necessitated  the  removal  of  skirting  boards,  architraves,  etc.,  and  treating 
surfaces  with  a blowlamp,  after  which  gassing  was  employed.  In  one  case 
a spray  containing  D.D.T.  in  solution  was  used  and  the  result  proved  most 
satisfactory. 


SWIMMING  BATES  AND  POOLS 

There  are  n-o  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  open  to  the  public 
in  any  part  of  the  area. 


SCHOOLS 

Precautions  to  prevent  the  spreal  of  infectious  diseases  are  taken  in 
accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Memorandum  of  Closure  and 
Exclusion  from  School,  1927.  Efforts  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  secure  improvements  in  the  closet  accommodation  in  some  of  the  rural  schools, 
where  open  privies  continue  to  be  used.  The  natter  was  still  being  pressed 
at  the  close  of  the  year.

Control  of  labour  and  material  have  nade:  it  difficult  to  secure  house 
repairs  notwithstanding  the  licensing  arrangements  operating.  Roofing 
material  has  been  in  particularly  short  supply  and  it  has  proved  almost 
impossible  to  secure  thatchers  without  long  delays.  In  most  cases  owners 
have  been  anxious  to  execute  the.  necessary  repairs , but  the  restrictions 
outlined  abova  have  meant  delays  and  further  deterioration  in  existing 
properties . 

During  the  year,  the  Glamorgan  Joint  Advisory  Committee  on  Rural 
Housing  considered  various  matters  relating  to  the  housing  survey.  Uniform 
standards  of  fitness  were  devised  and  a form  of  record  card  approved. 

The  fitness  standards  are  based  on  Ministry  of  Health  Model  Byelaws  relating 
to  Buildings  in  addition  to  which  certain  additional  requirements  were 
suggested  under  the  heading  of  "amenities”  which,  it  was  felt,  might  be 
included  in  proposed  new 'legislation  then  under  consideration.  The  first 
stage  of  the  survey  is  limited  to  the  inspection  of  houses  of  £15  rateable 
value  and  less.  Printing  of  record  cards  had,  not  been  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year  and  the  necessary  additional  staff  had  not  been  engaged. 

It  was  hoped  to  start  the  Survey  early  in  1946, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Circular  138/45  (Wales ) the  whole 
District  was  surveyed  to  ascertain  the  number  of  unoccupied  houses  for 
possible  requisitioning  to  accommodate  families  inadequately  housed. 

A census  of  occupants  of  the  Council  houses  was  also  carried  out  with 
tho  object  of  recording  the  number  of  bedrooms  not  in  use. 

Cwn  Mill  Cottage,  Pentyrch,  and  old  and  dil  pidated  building  was 
ro-conditioned  up  to  the  standards  of  tho  Building  Bye-laws  by  raising  of 
headroom  on  both  floors,  provision,  of  new  water-closet  and  drainage  and  the 
provision  of  a water  supply. 

An  undertaking  to  put  out  of  use  for  human  habitation  was  given  in 
respect  of  Caewon  Cottage,  Gwaelodygarth.

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SECTION  F 

Prevalence  of  and  control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 


The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  which  were 
received  during  the  year  was  481  as  comp- rod  with  232  for  the  previous 
year.  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to  the  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
measles.  There  were  22  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  but  the  diagnosis 
was  not  confirmed  in  5 of  them.  The  number  of  cases  occurring  in  children 
under  15  years  of  age  was  5 and  all  these  children  had  at  some  time 
previously  received  protective  inoculation. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  in  the  area  during  the 
year.  i 

Scarlet  Tevcr  accounted  for  77  notifications  and  Polio  Myelitis  for 
1 case.  There  were  2 notifications  of  Cerebr o-spinal  fever  but  diagnosis 
was  not  confirmed  in  either  case. 


Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

An  intensive  effort  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  to  increase 
the  percentage  of  children  who  have  been  immunised.  Immunisation  is 
offered  to  all  infants  after  they  have  attained  the  age  of  ten  months  and 
is  carried  out  at  all  the ■ infant  welfare  centres.  In  the  larger  areas 
special  clinic  sessions  are  held  at  regular  intervals  for  this  purpose. 
Sometimes  these  sessions  are  held  in  the  morning  and  others  during  the 
afternoons.  However  it -is  found  that  there  arc  always  a number  of 
absentees.  nuite  a proportion  of  cases  have  to  be  sent  for  on  many 
occasions  and  also  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors  before  they  attend. 

Publicity  is  given  by  means  of  Birthday  Greeting  Cards,  posters, 
leaflets  and  talks  at  the  clinics.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1945 
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The  ratio  of  non -notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total  Tuberculosis 
deaths  is  very  low  and  in  no  case  has  it  boon  necessary  to  communicate  with 
the  practitioner  concerned  during  the  year . 

All  notified  cases  arc.  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  Forms 
1.1236/1  are  completed  and  returned  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  for  the 

particular  area. 

Advice  pamphlets  and  sputum  flasks  are  distributed  where  necessary. 

I am  concerned  about  the  home  conditions  of  some  of  the  notified 
eases  of  tuberculosis,  especially  whore  it  is  impossible  for  the  patient  to 
occupy  a separate  bedroom. 

The  Council  have  decided  upon  the  principle  of  giving  priority  in 
eases  of  this  nature  where  houses  have  become  vacant  and  I desire  to  lay 
stress  on  the  desirability  of  this  being  done. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  now  cases  notified  during 
the  year  was  48  as  against  66  for  the  previous  year  and  also  that  only 
13  deaths  were  recorded  as  against  24. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  the  Chief 
Officials  of  the  other  Departments,  together  with  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  valued  assistance  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
year  •
